I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Health  Report  for  the  year  ended 
■Jlst  December,  1969 • 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  mid-year  population  was  2,6?0 
(40  more  than  in  1968  and  50  more  than  in  1967), 

There  were  37  Live  Births  (40  in  1968)  which  give&  a live  birth  rate  of 
13«9.  There  was  no  stillbirth  and  no  infant  death. 

fhe  total  number  of  deaths  was  27  (34  in  I968),  As  in  previous  years  p>ind 
as  in  the  country  generally  most  of  the  deaths  were  from  strokes  and  heart  and 
disease.  There  were  three  depths  from  cancer  compared  with  4 in 
1965. _ There ^was  no  deaths  from  tuberculosis  but  one  new  case  of  the  disease  was 
notified  during  the  year. 

The  report  is  generally  a very  satisfactory  one. 

I wish^to  thank  the  Public  Health  Inspector  the  Clerk  and  all  the  other 
Council  officials  for  their  help  during  the  year.

In  this  connection  it  is  becoming  more  apparent  that  due  to  the  continued  demand  for 
private  housing^  realistic  consideration  of  extending  the  areas  allocated  within 
hoim  plan  for  residmtiai  developneut  will  have  to  be  made  as  sites  that  are  capable 
of  economic  deveiopmert  are  becoming  increasingly  scarce,
